Pistol.

Professor P. W. Search of Los An- 


geles, who delivered a lecture yesterday 
morning before the teachers' institute, 
was awaited with much anticipation, 
and wan listened to with attention. Hii 
subject had been well advertised in ad- 
vance, and it was generally known that 
he waa the author and advocate of what 
ia known aa the "Pueblo Plan" of 
teaching. That plan, to sum it all up 
in a few words, consists in the abolition 
of clauses to a large extent, and a substi- 
tution of individual work therefor. 
Each pupil forges ahead as fast as he 
can, meets his difficulties and masters 
them if he can, and no other pupil holds 
him back. If he1 does not advance it is 
his own fault or misfortune, and if he 
doea not do the work assigned him it 
goca undone, and he does not cheat him* 
aelf by believing tbat he obtains benefit 
by what others do. 


Professor Search explained the method 


in detail, but some of the teachers 
thought that hia answers to questions 
asked him were unsatisfactory. He an- 
swered many questions and many ob- 
jections by simply declaring that it 
would be unsafe for teachers generally 
to try to put hia method into practice 
and at the same time follow out the re- 
quirements of the school law and school 
regulations afl they exist at present. In 
order to make a success of it, as could 
be inferred from hia lecture, it ia neces- 
sary to cut loose from all formalities of 
the school room, and make a study of 
the new plan. Even theii, he thought, 
there waa danger that success would not 
be reached. . 


Professor Search would have promo- 


tions, but not by classes 
When a 


pupil finishes hi a satisfactory manner 
a certain lino of study he goes to the 
next grade, if it may be called u grade 
where each pupil works by himself. 
Anyway, whenapupil finishes tho study 
of geometry, he takes up trigonometry 
or the usually accepted next higher 
study. 
Thia is claimed to do away with that 


objectionable feature of the graded 
schools, the holding back of tho intel- 
ligent and industrious child because 
some lazy drone in the class cannot 
keep up. 
It would appear at first glance that 


the work of the teacher must be much 
greater in a school whero every pupil Is 
working on liuea of his own than in a 
graded school where a few classes con- 
tain all the pupils. But when all work

IS INDEPENDENCE DANGEROUS? 


The eitccmed Tularc Jieg'iBter ia con- 


,idcr«b]y «l.rmodbywli»th generally 
termed Hie Browing independence of tlie 
American voter. It cjpressra the belicl 
that tliif "Blilfty," unsettled Etato ol 
the public mind ia more dangerous to 
tbe public welfare than tho steadlast U 
more unreasoning partieanism which 
preceded it. 


It is certainly desirable that there 


should be steadfastness of conviction 
among the people on the great underly- 
ing principle of government, for in a 
republic that stability of government 
which is necessary to continuous pros- 
perity depends upon the people. How- 
ever,'we are inclined to believe that the 
vacillating «t»te of tbe public mind is a 
transitory condition, and that it will 
pass 
away, 
to 
»oiue 
extent 
at 


least, 
when 
both 
the 
govern- 


ment and the people have had » 
little, more 
time to 
adjust 
them- 


selves to the marvelous changes which 
have been wrought by the railroads, the 
telegraph and the thousand and one 
labor saving inventions which are revolu- 
tionising the lives, the habits and in 


- manTTespects the ideas of the .people. 


Adapting ourselves to these new agencies 
in modern civilization naturally creates 
a good deal of friction aod disturbance 
and has an unsettling effect on the pub- 
lic mind. So far as its. tendency is to 
weaken the stability of government, the 
lack of adherence to political parties is 
to be deprecated, but we do not believe 
that tendency will be permanent. 


A modified spirit ol independence, 


such as is likely to follow more settled 
condition of affairs in general, we be- 
lieve to be essential to Hie public good. 
It puts a check upon political parties 
which cannot be successfully exercised 
in. any other way". The old regime of 
strict partisanship gave tho parties a 
license to do things which they ore now 
afraid to do because of tho cei taiuty of 
puuishment by their own membership. 
Tho nomination of unfit men for posi- 
_ 


lions of responsibility was also one of to understand, 1 
the evils of the era of strict party fealty 
thing about it. 


which is reduced to a minimum by the 
independent spirit of the people who ex- 
ercise the franchise. 


The great value of political independ- 


ence wo think will be found in tho re- 
forms which will be effected in munic- 
ipal and other branches of local govern- 
ment, in which It will oo more largely 
exorcised than in national affairs. With- 
out this independence in local govern- 
ment party machines become absolute 
in their control, and the choice of the 
voter is limited to a choice between or- 
pmUaUonB of corruption which differ «»«WfJJJJ 
only in name. Thlt is true of all the

large cities. 
Independence in those 


centers of population and 
political 


power atanda aa a menace to tbe ma- 
chines, Hm.tiQg their power for evil and 
compellinfi concoEBlons to virtue and de- 
cency. 


One of the chief dangers to American 


institutions Hen in municipal corruption, 
the contaminating influence of which 
extends to all branches of government. 
The hope of mitigating the evils of that 
corruption is certainly in the independ- 
ence ol the voter, exercised in the inter- 
ests ol political decency and honest 
government. 


It may seem just at the present time JQ foreclc 


that the npirit of independence haa 
f0i]owfl: 


taken too much of the form of ca- 
pricbtiBneeB aud instability, *ut we be- 
lieve that the fullness of time will dem- 
onstrate to the contrary; or, at least,

The Republicans de- 
clared that tbe business .of the country 
had been paralyzed by the Democratic 
threat of free trade, the long uncertainty 
of attempted legislation on the question, 
uid-tue unsatisfactory protective meas- 
ure which was flnaUy evolved from the 
chaoi of Democratic, incapacity, bnt the 
iieue waa not made that the conntry 
would be ruined by tbe Wilson bill, nn- 
lattefactory aa it is either to protection- 
ist* or frae traders. Theiaeneaa made 
by the Republicans waa that tbo Demo- 
cratic free trade crusade had already 
brought the country to the verge of 
rain, and that the leaders of that party 
Uiwtiiftod with their own work, were 
tb^wtening to reopen the con test and re- 
B^TJT tbe agitation and uncertainty.
